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STRIKES AND HIGHER WAGES 
WILL HOLD UP POST WAR RECOVERY 


The strikes at the leading automobile manufacturers 
in Canada and the United States have crippled the indus- 
try, and at the same time appear to he spreading to other 
industries across the continent. 

The Inhor unions have done much to obtain higher 
wages for the laboring class, but there is a limit to all } 
things, and the 30 per cent increase in pay asked for seems 
to be out of reason, Not that higher wages would not be 
welcomed by the workers, but they apparently have not 
stopned to consider future reactions. Should the demands 
of the labor unions be met it can only lead to one conclu- 
sion—inflation. Once the es rise starts it is difficult to 
say where the end will be, but there is one thing certain— 
if prices do get out of hand the burden will eventually fall 
on the primary producers of the country, which in our case 
is the farmer. In this part of the Dominion farming is the 
only primary revenue for other industries, and when 
prices rise, the price of farm products, forest products, 

‘ine products. ete, must all go up accordingly. And should 
this happen what good will inflation do anyone? 

There is only one solution to the problem—and that is 
to maintain the present price ceilings, which include all’ 
vages. In other words, the demands of the strikers should 
not be met, at least until the whole price ceiling basis is 
gone into and everything raised accordingly. And what a 
job that would be! 


WORK FOR THOSE WHO WANT IT 


The Dominion Department of Labor is advertising 
for 5.000 bushmen for saw loes and pulpwood. 

Northern Ontario despatch says that in one mining 
area alone there is a shortage of 2,000 workers. 

What this seems to mean is that when people talk 
about a current scarcity of jobs they mean scarcity of se- 
lected iobs, A scarcity of the sort of work people would 
like to get if they could get it. 

Well, there never has been a time in the world’s hist- 
ory when there was work for everybody at the sort of 
work everybody wanted, and there never will be. Tndeed, 
in such a world economic and social life would break down: 
there would be nobody to do the hard, disagreeable work 
essential to existence, 

We can’t all choose the posts in life that we would 
like, even though we may think we could fill them better 
than those who have them; can’t all crowd the far-away 
pastures that look green. Instead, in 2 world where most 
of us have to earn our living by the sweat of our brow we 
must be content with our appointed tasks, realizing that 
life is a procession of second-hest choices, and realizine 
most of all that, duty to ourselves and our dependents be- 
ing what it is, any work is better than none, 

We hear much these a avs ahont “full employment” 
That (if it is attainable at all which we doubt) doesn’t 
mean work for everybody i the jobs they like, or a home 
for evervhody in the place they like. Full employment 
means that people must move to jobs, not jobs to people 
and that there must be enoneh people willing to take all 
the sort of jobs that are offered, In a collective state, to- 
wards which we seem to be moving, full employment may 
even mean that people must work at what they are told to 
work at, where they are told to work, and at what hours

Now for the other classes. Mr. J. 
R. Stevens introduced, and still has 
a very fine herd of Guernsey Dairy 
Cattle, and, as you know, Harvey 
and his Dad have shown them to 
advantage. 

I should say a word here about 
the Ayrshire cattle. We have some 
nice herds like the Morton's, Han- 
sen's and Bruce's. Messrs Hansen 
and Bruce have shown consistently 
at the Didsbury Fair, winning 
many prizes with their Ayrshires. 

In 1930 the late Norman Clarke 
brought in his first carload of Jer- 
seys from the Waikiki Farms of 
Spokane, Wash. This herd is known 
as the Didsbury Jersey Farms and 
it has laid the foundation for many 
good herds in Central Alberta. Mr. 
Reid Clarke, the leader in our first 
Calf Club, has won many diplomas 
and merit certificates with these
